OAS COMPANY. 

Editor British Colonist: 

Sin : — The editor of the Neir Westminster 
Times has allowed the following remark to 
nppenr in his last issue, in reference to the 
attempted monopoly of the so-called Gas 
Company: "All men with one grain of 
common sense being aware that every com- 
pany that has ever been established in Eng- 
land, has had tho monopoly granted to them 
for a certain number of years, as tho only 
means of inducing capitalists to risk their 
money." Now, unfortunately, the partic- 
ular grain of common sense referred to is 
possessed only by the worthy individual 
who penned those remarks ; and I may, 
perhaps, startle him by stating that the 
monopoly mentioned has never been grant- 
ed by the British Parliament to any com- 

fony. I defy him to quoto an instance, 
n the slippery and reckless article on the 
same subject, it is stated that " In almost 
every Colony under the British Crown, a 
limited monopoly has invariably been ac- 
corded." (How the terms " almost " and 
"invariably" can agree, I leave him to 
explain). I deny this in toto; and bog to 
State, for tho writer's information, that in 
the whole of Australia and New Zealand, 
no such instanco exists. Tho man or com- 
pany of men who would attempt to procure 
such a monopoly would bo scouted from 
mercantile circles, for thoir ignorance If 
tho writer of tbo articlo looks to the Aus- 
tralian colonies, he will find that every 
publicity ' 8 given in tho establishment 
of any company having for its object the 
pupply of gas or water to tho public. Pros- 
pectuses are issued containing the proposed 
Bchcme; the names of tho provisional direc- 
torate (invariably composed of men of 
known mercantile experience and standing, 
ifcc); tho shares aro open to tho application 
of the public generally; and whon applied 
for and allotted, (nnd not till then) applica- 
tion is mado to the Legislature for an Act of 
Incorporation. And they, notwithstanding 
tho straightforward and opon way in which 
all this is managed, so far from grr.ntiu 
any exclusive privilege, always guard the 
public interests by insisting upon the in- 



sertion of a clause to limit the amount of 
dividend to bo paid by the company. 

I am credibly informed tlmt steps will be 
immediately taken to establish a Gas Con- 
sumers' Company, which will be a public, 
And not a hole-in-tlie-c<#ner affair.

The Cale- 
donia was the first steamer built on Van- 
couver Island, — designed originally to carry 
freight between Victoria and Esquimau. 
Lately she has been refitted, several thou- 
sand dollars having been expended on en- 
gines, &C. She is principally owned in 
San Francisco. The house of Faulkner, 
Bell & Co., of San Francisco, being princi- 
pal shareholders. It is not known whether 
she was insured.

BOAT RACE. 

On Saturdnv the weather lining fine, a 
very interesting boat race camo uff in our 
harbor, necording to announcement. Sev- 
eral hundred persons gathered on James 
Hay Bridge, on Victoria liridge, along the 
wharves, and Deadnmn's Point, to witness 
our first boat race. Three four-oared boats 
were entered : the Speedwell, Hough and 
Heady, and North Star. The first boat was 
manned entirely by civilians ; the second 
by civilians and officers ; the third by the 
oflicers of the Marine Brigade, at James 
Bay Barracks. The crew of the Speedwell 
were: Hick-., W nllace, Stamp, Brodcrick. 
and Bushby, cockswain. In the North 
Star— Lieut. Owens, f'apt. Blake. Henry, 

Hazalgelte, and , cockswain ; in the 

" Hough and Ready" — Trutch, Stevenson, 

Moberly, , and Ohiltoh, cockswain. 

The umpires were ('apt., I. M, Reid and 
dipt. -1. Xagle. At one o'clock when the 
starting signal, firing a pistol, was given, 
the crews stretehed on their oars, — and the 
boats shot nut from the bridge in line style. 
The Speedwell however took the lead from 
the start, with a quick stroke, which in- 
duced many to suppose that the crew had 
not the bottom to keep it up. She however 
gradually distanced the others, passed the 
No. -1 buoy at the mouth of the harbor and 
met them, being 70 yards in advance. On 
approaching Headman's Island she ran foul 
of a canoe, but bail got around the island, 
and from §0 to 100 yards back towards tin 
starting point when met by the Rough and 
Reaf'y and North Star, — and came in fitfs(, 
inak'ng the whole distance, estimated ai 
five miles, in 39w m. 32 see. The Rough 
and Ready aiTiv^d second in II m. 43 see., 
and the North Star last in 42 ill. II s. On 
passing the buoy at iu? mouth of the har- 
bor, the North Star and Rough' and Read) 
got entangled. The general feeling was that 
the "musclo" of the North Mar \voul<! win 
the race; hut in that respect the crew ol tin 
Speedwell took all by surprise, arriving 
apparently with its good bottom as when 
they MarteJ. Mr. .. r . D. Carroll dispensed 
some of his sparkling Iloidsiek to tiie crew s 
as soon as they arrived. The losing boat, 
the '* North Star," had to pay a dinner, 
which came oft' at the Colonial in the eve- 
ning. 

Lament able Acci dust. -Yesterday morn- 
ing our citizens were startled by the an- 
nouncement that Mr. Edmund S. Evans, 
aged 20, a rlerk in the Treasury, and son 
of the Rev. K. Evans, Wesleyan Minister, 
was supposed to be drowned beyond Beacon 
Hill, at Clover Point, about two miles from 
Victoria. It appears he left home alone 
about 3 P. 51. on Saturday to go duck 
shooting; not coining back at the time ex- 
pected his parents were alarmed, and friends 
were dispatched in search of him. After a 
w hole night's search he was wot discovered. 
Hut yesterday morning about 8 o'clock his 
watch and clothes were found on the beach. 
Parties were at once dispatched in boats 
with grapnels to drag for him ; and his 
body was found but a few rods from where 
his clothes were lying. About two o'clock 
his remains were conveyed to the residence 
of his afflicted parents, — where the Coro- 
ner's inquest will take place to-day. It is 
supposed that he enterod the water to re- 
cover a duck he had shot, but becoming 
entangled with the sea weed, and not being 
able to swim, ho was accidentally drowned. 
It is with deep regret that we chronicle the 
death of one so young and promising, — and, 
we believe, an only son.

Pouiherton a complaint against the Purser 
id' the Eli/.a Anderson, Mr. E. F. Ruyeo, 
for using false weights in weighing the gold 
dust in which his passage money and fifty 
or sixty others were paid, on the last trip 
down from New Westminster. The charge 
alleges that tho lead weight used weighs 
S 10 instead of $8, — consequently each miner 
would lose S2. A dispute occurred on 
board; when Todd seized the weight, and 
lodged it in Court when he made the com- 
plaint. On Saturday evening as the An- 
derson was leaving for Paget Sound an 
officer boarded, and detained her off Dead- 
man's Point for half an hour, searching lor 
the Purser ; but without success. He no 
doubt had stowed himself away in the hold 

Isoiuewhero; It was rumored that nearly a 
liundrod miners were on the look out for 

j him. The friends nf .Mr. Boycc haveevery 
confidence that the false weight was purely 
accidental as far as he was concerned, But 
it appears strange that a steamer running 
on the Fraser route as long as the Eliza 
Anderson, and taking passage money in 
gold dust, should have false weights. The 
matter requires strict investigation. 

Minim: News — The Eliza Anderson ar- 
rived on Saturday afternoon from New 
Westminster, with Ballou's Express, Jef- 
frey's Express, §30,000 in gold dust,— -and 
10Q passengers, of whom 35 were China- 
men'.
